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MARKET  REVIEW 


On  Feb.  23,  1971  the  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced 
the  re^^^oval  of  limitations  on  the  importation  of  raw  sugar  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1971.  A  limitation  of  1,411,865  tons  on  set-  aside 
commitments  for  the  second  quarter  importation  of  raw  sugar  continues 
in  effect.    The  press  release  accompanying  this  action  appears  on  page  8 


Sales  of  sugar  by  primary  distributors  in  1971  continue  to  compare 
well  with  the  first  few  months  of  last  year  when  record  quantities  were 
distributed.  In  fact,  it  was  the  high  rate  of  distribution  in  the  first 
quarter  of  last  year  that  resulted  in  the  record  rate  of  per  capita  del- 
iveries for  the  year. 

Preliminary  reports  indicate  that  through  Mar.  20,  1971,  2,048,000 
tons  of  sugar  were  distributed  compared  with  2,190,000  tons  during  the 
same  period  last  year.  There  were  about  162,000  tons  of  sugar  con- 
structively delivered  in  1970,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas 
in  December  but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  1971, 
compared  with  40,000  tons  so  delivered  in  1969.  Physical  deliveries 
through  Mar.  20,  1971,  therefore,  totaled  2,210,000  tons  compared  with 
physical  deliveries  of  2,230,000  tons  during  that  period  of  1970. 

Regionally,  reported  distribution  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of 
destination  totaled  13.5  million  hundredweight  during  January  1971  com- 
pared with  15.3  million  hundredweight  during  January  of  last  year,  a 
decline  of  11.6  percent.    If  half  of  the  162,000  tons  of  sugar  construc- 
tively delivered  in  December  1970  was  delivered  in  January  1971  then 
physical  deliveries  would  total  about  15.1  million  hundredweight  com- 
pared with  physical  deliveries  of  about  15.7  million  hundredweight  in 
January  of  1970,  or  a  decline  of  about  four  percent .Reported  deliveries 
were  down  in  all  of  the  geographical  regions  with  the  West  down  the  most 
36.9  percent,  followed  by  New  England  which  was  down  13.0  percent,  the 
mid-Atlantic  9.3  percent.  North  Central  7.3  percent  and  the  South  down 
5.5  percent. 

Individually,  eight  states  had  increased  reported  deliveries  in  Jan 
uary  of  1971  as  compared  with  January  of  1970,  40  had  less  and  two  re- 
ceived about  the  same  quantities.  Illinois  had  the  largest  increase  -- 
94,000  hundredweight  while  Minnesota  had  the  smal lest--2,000  hundred- 
weight.   Of  those  states  where  reported    deliveries  were  smaller  during 
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January  1971;  the  range  was  from  529,000  hundredweight  less  in  California 
to  1,000  hundredweight  less  in  Mississippi. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distribu- 
tors as  of  Feb.  27,  1971  totaled  2,903,000  short  tons, raw  value,accord- 
ing  to  preliminary  reports.  This  was  a  decline  of  100,000  tons  from  a 
month  earlier  and  an  increase  of  76,000  tons  above  a  year  earlier.  Beet 
processors'  stocks  of  1,681,000  tons  were  2,000  tons  larger  than  a  month 
earlier  and  about  26,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of       February  last 
year.    Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were  report- 
ed as  792,000  tons,  down  106,000  tons  from  the  end  of  January     but  up 
121,000  tons  from  the  end  of  February  last  year. 

During  the  period  under  review  there  were  indications  that  the  an- 
nounced increases  in  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold 
in  the  basis  pack--100  pound  paper  bags--and  in  bulk,  which  were  re- 
ported in  the  last  issue  of  Sugar  Reports  as  scheduled  for  Mar.  1,  1971, 
did  not  become  fully  effective  in  all  sales  regions.  In  the  Northeast, 
sellers  are  continuing  to  entertain  orders  for  sugar  for  delivery  during 
March  and  April  at  .10  cent  per  pound  under  list  prices  for  sales  of 
industrial  sugars.  In  the  Gulf  region,  orders  for  industrial  sugars  for 
delivery  during  March  and  April  are  being  accepted  at  .20  cent  per  pound 
below  list,  while  in  the  Chicago-west  region,  a  beet  processor  announced 
on  Feb.  24,  1971,  that  until  there  is  a  clarification  of  market  con- 
ditions he  will  continue  to  offer  100-pound  bags  of  sugar  for  sale  on  a 
day-to-day  basis  at  .30  cent  per  pound  below  the  quoted  price  of  11.90 
cents  for  the  basis  pack. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at 
v^holesale  in  the  basis  pack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions.  Significant  vari- 
ations of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be  found  in  certain 
areas  reflecting  competitive  conditions.

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The  U.  S.  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags 
was  13. 44 "cents  per  pound  during  February  compared  with  13.40  cents  dur- 
ing January  and  12.58  cents  in  February  of  last  year. 

The  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange's  spot  quotation  for  raw 
sugar  duty  paid,  and  delivered  to  New  York  averaged  8.44  cents  per  pound 
during  February,  up  from  8.35  cents  in  January  and  from  7.96  cents  in 
February  1970. 

The  New  York  quotation  followed  a  strong  note  during  most  of'  February 
rising  from  8.40  cents  on  Feb.  2  to  8.45  cents  on  Feb.  3,  where  it  re- 
mained until  Feb.  25  when  it  declined  to  8.43  cents  per  pound.  During 
March  the  quotation  has  further  weakened,  declining  to  8.40  cents  on  Mar. 
3,  to  8.35  cents  on  Mar.  18  and  to  8.30  on  Mar.  23.  For  the  period  March 
1-2  the  quotation  has  averaged  8.38  cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.90 
cents  during  the  same  period  of  March  1970. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  to  processors  of  food  and  other  products 
were  up  7.4  percent  during  calendar  year  1970  as  compared  with  1969 
while  deliveries  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  the  homes  and  institutions 
increased  about  7.6  percent.  Six  of  the  industrial  type  users  received 
more  sugar  in  1970  than  in  1969,  one  received  less.  Beverage  manufacturers 
had  the  largest  gain,  12.3  percent,  followed  by  bakery,  cereal  and  allied 
products,  up  9.3  percent,  confectionery  and  related  products  up  6.7  per- 
cent, ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  3.7  percent  and  canners  up  1.3  per- 
cent. Deliveries  for  industrial  non-food  uses  which  accounted  for  only 
a  little  more  than  one  percent  of  all  deliveries  for  industrial  use,  were 
up  14.6  percent  in  1970  as  compared  with  1969  while  deliveries  to  manu- 
facturers for  multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses  were  down  3.6  percent. 

Of  the  non-industrial  type  users,  deliveries  to  retail  grocers  were 
up  10.6  percent  in  1970  as  compared  with  1969  and  deliveries  to  whole- 
salers increased  6.6  percent.  Distribution  to  hotels,  restaurants  and 
institutions,  which  accounted  for  less  than  one  percent  of  total  deliveries 
in  1970  were  down  2.5  percent  while  deliveries  to  all  other  non-industrial 
type  users  declined  0.5  percent. 

Primary  distributors'  direct  deliveries  of  all  sugar(packaged,  bulk 
and  liquid--both  beet  and  cane)  during  Calendar  Year  1970  increased  about 
7.5  percent  as  compared  with  1969.  Total  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  which 
accounted  for  about  31  percent  of  the  1970, total,  increased  11  percent 
above  1969  while  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  increased  5.9  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  (less 
than  50  pounds)  by  primary  distributors  were  3.6  percent  larger  in  1970 
than  in  1969.  Increases  occurred  in  all  of  the  geographical  regions  rang- 
ing from  1.0  percent  in  the  South  to  7.5  percent  in  the  North  Central 
Region . 
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The  percentage  increase  in  total  deliveries  of  consumer-size  pack- 
ages was  somewhat  less  than  the  increase  in  total  deliveries  of  sugar 
to  retailerS' and  wholesalers  because  of  the  sharp  increase  of  about  22 
percent  in  the  deliveries  to  wholesalers  of  sugar  other  than  consumer- 
size  packages. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane, by  primary 
distributors  during  Calendar  Year  1970  were  up  13.4  percent  as  compared 
with  1969.  Deliveries  of  bulk  cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for  about 
55  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  deliveries  during  1970,  increased  21.7 
percent  above  1969  while  deliveries  of  bulk  beet  sugar  increased  4.6 
percent. 

Deliveries  of  industrial  and  institutional  packages  (granulated 
sugar  50  pounds  and  over)  both  beet  and  cane,  were  up  6.5  percent  in 
1970  as  compared  with  1969.  Beet  sugar,  which  comprised  about  37  per- 
cent of  the  total  in  1970,  increased  11.2  percent  while  cane  sugar 
packages  increased  4.0  percent. 

Sales  of  dextrose  by  primary  distributors  during       Calendar  Year 
1970    totaled  9.9  million  hundredweight  compared  with  10.0  million 
hundredweight  in  1969,  a  decline  of  about  one  percent.    Sales  to  indus- 
trial users  which  in  1970  accounted  for  97  percent  of  all  dextrose 
sales  reported,  declined     0.7  percent  compared  with  a  decline  in  sales 
to  non-industrial  users  of  15.3  percent.    Only  two  of  the  seven  indus- 
trial users  received  more  dextrose  during  1970    than  in  1969.  Ship- 
ments to  beverage  manufacturers  were  up  13.2  percent  while  those  to 
multiple  and  unclassified  food  users  increased  23.7  percent.  Shipments 
to  canners  were  down  the  most--6.2  percent,  followed  by  bakery,  cereal 
and  allied  products  down  6.0  percent,  confectioners  and  related  pro- 
ducts down  4.2  percent,  industrial  non-food  products  down  3.9  percent 
and  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  down  3.4  percent. 

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimated  that  as  of  Mar.  1, 
1971,  sugarbeet  growers  in  the  United  States  intended  to  plant  1,447,000 
acres  of  sugarbeets  for  harvest  in  1971.  If  these  intentions  are 
carried  out,  planted  acreage  in  1971  would  be  two  percent  less  than 
last  year's  and  about  nine  percent  smaller  than  the  record  acreage 
planted  in  1969.  Based  on  average  yields  the  1971  planted  acreage 
would  yie^d  about  25  million  tons  of  sugarbeets,  compared  with  26 
million  tons  in  1970  and  27.7  million  tons  in  1969. 

Growers  in  Washington,  Wyoming  and  Kansas  are  expected  to  increase 
plantings  by  10  percent  or  more,  those  in  Colorado  and  and  Idaho  by 
three  percent  while  those  in  most  other  States  will  probably  plant  less 
than  last  year.  Soil  moisture  supplies  are  adequate  for  planting  in 
most  areas  and  the  outlook  for  irrigation  water  supplies  is  good. 
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Cane  sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  through  March  14,  1971  totaled 
111,000  short  tons,  96  degree  basis  compared  with  211,000  tons  pro- 
duced through  March  15,  1970.  The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  has 
averaged  7.496  percent  in  1971,  or  slightly  less  than  the  7.647  average 
for  production  through  March  15,  1970.  Last  year  grinding  of  the  1970 
crop  production  began  in  November  of  1969  and  by  Feb.  15,  1970  all  of 
the  16  mills  had  commenced  operations.  This  y  ear  only  15  mills  are 
scheduled  to  operate  and  several  commenced  operations  in  late  February 
and  early  March.    All  were  operating  as  of  March  14. 

The  harvest  of  1970-71  crop  sugarcane  in  Florida  was  complated  as 
of  March  19  and  final  reports  have  been  received  from  all  but  two  mills. 
The  outturn  is  expected  to  be  about  640,000  tons,    raw  value,  compared 
with  production  of  535,000  tons  last  year.    Cane  sugar  production  from 
the  1970  crop  in  Louisiana  totaled  601,000  tons. 

Production  of  1971  crop  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  totaled  104,457  tons, 
96  degree  basis  through  March  13  compared  with  119,447  tons  produced 
through  March  14  of  last  year. 

The  spot  quotation  for  world  bulk  sugar,  fob  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  11  Contract  of  the       New-  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  4.83  cents  per  pound  during  February, 
up  from  4.73  cents  in  January.  The  World  quotation  rose  to  5.20  cents 
per  pound  on  Jan.  29,  the  highest  since  the  No.  11  Contract  was  initiated 
in  May  1970.    The  quotation  weakened  some  in  early  February  falling  from 
5.10  cents  on  Feb.  1  to  4.65  cents  on  Feb.  10.    During  the  latter  half 
of  February  the  price  recovered  some  of  the  ground  lost  and  closed  out 
the  month  at  4.95  cents.    The  price  recovery  continued  into  March  and 
on  March  10  World  sugar  was  quoted  at  5.07  cents  per  pound. Since  then  the 
price  has  vyeakened  declining  to  4.35  cents  per  pound  on  March  22  but 
rising  to  4.45  cents  on  March  24    and  to  4.55  cents  on  March  25.  For  the 
period  March  1-25,  the  quotation  averaged  4.72  cents  per  pound. 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  sugar,  bagged  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  Ports  (NO.  8  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange) 
averaged  4.90  cents  per  pound  in  February,  up  from  4.82  cents  in  January 
and  3.23  cents  in  February  of  1970.    The  difference  in  the  quotations 
under  the  two  contracts,  which  primarily  represents  the  costs  of  bags  and 
bagging,  has  ranged  from  .10  cent  in  May  1970,  when  the  No.  11  contract 
was  initiated,  to  .06  cent  in  July  and  August.    In  January  1971,  the 
World  bulk  sugar  price  quotation  averaged  .09  cent  per  pound  below  the 
quotation    for  World  bagged  sugar  while  in  February  it  was  .07  cent  less. 
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The  World  price  having  risen  above  4.50  cents  per  pound,  the 
International  Sugar  Organization  on  Feb . 5, increased  the  quotas  in  effect 
to  110  percent  of  the  basic  aggregate  export  tonnages  .Theoretically 'this 
released  an  additional  735,000  tons  of  sugar,  but  in  practice  it  was 
less  because  some  member  countries  did  not  have  sufficient  sugar.  After 
this  action,  World  prices  weakened  slightly  but  a  recovery  set  in  on  Feb. 
11  which  carried  through  March  10,  when  the  price  reached  5.07  cents  per 
pound . 

On  March  11,  the  International  Sugar  Organization    reallocated  a 
shortfall  of  150,000  tons  of  sugar  stemming  from  a  deficit  in  Poland's 
quota.    On  March  16  the  ISO  announced  that  after  a  review  of  the  market 
situation,  no  action  would  be  taken  to  alter  the  percentage  of  minimum 
stocks  to  be  released  under  Article  30  (2)  (a)  in  the  event  the  prevail- 
ing price  remained  above  4.75  cents  per  pound  by  March  21,  1971.  Article 
30  (2)  (a)  provides  that  "ten  days  after  the  prevailing  price  rises 
above  4,75  cents  per  pound,  sugar  held  as  minimum  stocks  under  the  pro- 
vision of  Article  53  shall  be  released  and  offered  for  prompt  sale  and 
prompt  shipment  to  importing  Members.    Unless  the  Council  decides  otherwise 
the  amount  of  sugar  so  released  shall  be  50  percent  of  the  total  quantity 
held  at  that  time  under  the  provisions  of  Article  53." 

The  World  sugar  price  (New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  broke  on 
March  15,  falling  to  4.60  cents  per  pound.  The  weakness  in  the  price  con- 
tinued and  by  March  22  had  declined  to  4.35  cents.  The  ISA  daily  price 
followed  a  similar  trend.  Meanwhile  on  March  19,  the  ISO  noted  that  the 
price  had  declined  below  ^.75  cents  per  pound  and  accordingly  that  re- 
lease of  the  stocks  would  not  occur.  On  the  same  day  the  ISO  announced 
allocations  of  27,000  tons  from  the  Special  Hardship  Fund,  17,000  tons 
to  the  Dominican  Republic  and  10,000  tons  to  Thailand. 
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USDA  Removes  first-quarter  raw  sugar  import  limitations 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on  Feb.  23,  1971  'that 
limitations  on  the  importation  of  raw  sugar  during  the  first  quarter  of 
this  year  have  been  removed.    The  1,411,865  ton  limitation  on 

set-aside  commitments  for  the  second  quarter  importation  of  raw  sugar 
continues  in  effect. 

Raw  sugar  importations  before  April  1st  had  initially  been  limited 
to  788,135  tons.  An  additional  100,000  tons  was  authorized  by  a  recent 
action  (Press  Release  USDA  424-71). 

Today's  action  was  taken  to  make  adequate  supplies  of  raw  sugar 
from  foreign  countries  available  to  all  refiners  especially  during  late 
March.  The  delayed  start  of  harvesting  in  Puerto  Rico  and  slightly 
smaller  production  in  Louisiana  had  reduced  somewhat  the  supplies  of 
domestically  produced  raw  sugar  available  to  Louisiana  refiners. 

Additional  first  quarter  importations  will  be  authorized  from 
countries  that  have  fulfilled  their  first  quarter  quota  set-aside  obli- 
gations on  the  basis  of  applications  which  become  eligible  for  consid- 
eration pursuant  to  "Sugar  Quota  Clearance"  on  Form  SU-3.  Such  applica- 
tions become  eligible  for  consideration  not  more  than  5  days  prior  to 
the  scheduled  date  of  departure  of  the  vessel  for  arrival  prior  to  April 
1 . 

Each  applicant  must  certify  that  approval  of  the  application  will 
not  adversely  affect  fulfillment  of  quota  set-aside  agreements  currently 
in  effect  for  the  second  quarter.
